YOUR INCOME TAX 
Salaries paid employes constitute one of 
the 
largest 
items of business expenses 4n the returns of many tax­ 
payers. 
To be allowed, such a deduction must conform 
closely to the wording of the statute by which it is de­ 
fined as “a reasonable allowance for Salaries or other 
compensation for personal services actually 
rendered." 
The test of deductibility is whether the amounts paid are 
reasonable, and whether they are, in far», purely for per­ 
sonal services. 
AmSunts paid as compensation, but not in fact Ml the 
purchase price of services, are not deductible. 
For ex­ 
ample, an ostensible salary paid by a corporation may 
be the distribution of a dividend on stock. 
This may lie 
thfe procedure in the ease of a corporation having 
few 
stockholders all of whom draw salaries. If in such a case 
the salaries are in excess of those ordinarily paid for sim- 
jlff 
the excessive payments correspond or 
bear close relationship to the stockholdings of the offi­ 
cers or employes, it would seem likely that such salaries 
are not wholly for services rendered, but that the exces­ 
sive payments are a distribution of earnings upon stock 
and subject to treatm ent as a dividend. 
An*ostensible salary may be in part payment of prop­ 
erty, fo f example where a partnership sells out to a cor­ 
poration, the former partners agreeing to remain in the 
service of the corporation. In such case it may be found 
that the salaries paid the former partners are not mere­ 
ly for services, bu| in part constitute paymejit for 
the 
transfer of their business. 
The amount of the 
excess 
should'Be treated by the payor as a capital expenditure, 
which is not deductable and b ythe recipient as part of the 
purchase price. 
A person who claims a deduction for wages or salary 
paid himself should report the amount as incom e, just as 
any other wages or salary received. 
Salaries or wages 
paid by a parent to a minor child who has not been eman- 
ciated—allowed control of his earnings—whether In con­ 
sideration of services or otherwise are not allowable de­ 
ductions.

The National Rivers and Harbors Congress in the first 
issqe of a booklet on “The Permanent Relief of Agricul­ 
tural Depression,” takes the position that the relief stánds 
in the improvement of the transportation trinity of 
the 
road, river and rail. Of course this is the one answer to 
the problem of marketing and the cutting down of dis­ 
tances that can either be a hindrance or a help to the 
agriculturist. 
Taking our own local situation, how can we better the 
conditions that will mean greater dividends to the farm 
er and to ourselves? 
How can we co-operate to the ex­ 
tent that the farm er will realiza that the townspeople are 
working for an advantage to him? 
Naturally the solq- 
tion lays in the m atter of prices and the m atter of roads 
and road building. 
To the north and south there are excellent train fa­ 
cilities for the farmer to send his products to these cities 
to be marketed, but there is no substantial facility for 
the marketing after the product has been shipped. 
This 
same condition exists to the east and west via rail with 
a splendid waterway at our command all for our own ubc, 
to be a hindrance or a help as we may see fit. 
At this time the cities of Albany and Decatur are sup 
ported by one large industrial institution 
and 
several 
smaller such institutions. 
The plain cold facts that re­ 
main steadfast is that the agricultural trade must be en­ 
couraged .that better facilities must be built and main­ 
tained for the bringing of these products into the cities. 
Roadways are the first consideration. At the present time 
it may be said that the roadways and highways are in a 
better condition than they have been for a number 
of 
years. 
The state and the county realise the importance 
of highways to this section and a great deal of this work 
has been through the state and county channels although 
there has been a great deal of pressure to bear through 
the people themselves who are ever damoring for better 
systems as the realization is brought as tp the facilities 
and advantages of an agricultural trade. Our giant water­ 
way stretching to the east and west is not developed a 
one-hundredth part. mIn other words it is idle ,this 
of 
course is due to a great extent to the lack of navigabili­ 
ty which will be taken care of later on with the develop­ 
ment of the territory. 
In speaking of the remedy for the present situation 
the National River and Harbor Congress offers the “im­ 
proving of every outlet to the sea to the utmost, and us­ 
ing them, aoll to the limit will: ;? 
# 
First, Decrease the cost of shipping western products 
to distant markets. 
The board takes the stand that the 
east and the south have not been hindered by the growth 
of the west but have been aided by it. 
Second: Create new and better markets close at hand. 
This remedy is the greatest item that vitally enters into 
the situation before the people of this section. With the 
development of proper, marketing conditions there is but 
one answer to the growth of the communities. They can­ 
not help-but be listed among the largest of the state with 
the wealth of agriculture that is within the very doors. 
Third: Change the Panama Canal from a hindrance to 
a help. 
Agricultural depression will give way to an 
abiding 
prosperity—a prosperity in which the railroads of 
the 
west, the cities of the east and south an dthe nation as a 
whole will amply share. 
... 
Alabama is in the class of the $750,000,000 in agricul­ 
tural production. 
Albany-Decatur is the center of one 
of the richest belts in the state. The growth of the agri­ 
cultural industry depends a great deal upon whether the 
people will look toward it seriously and tajee into con­ 
sideration the vasU wealth that is included. 
We canno| 
afford to allow our greatest wealth to lie idle wjien the 
advantage is with us and no orfe else. 
The building of 
additional roadways, the improvement of waterways and 
encouragement to railroads should have serious consid­ 
eration if we wi h to grasp those opportunities and bene* 
fit alonk with the farmer.
